ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

WEEKLY SUNDAY MASS ATTENDANCE CONTINUES TO DECLINE 


¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance 
Mass attendance was declining 
between 0.5% to 1% per year. 


¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR

Our current model of Catholic 
elementary schools cannot continue. 
¢ Only 40-50% of our elementary school 


children live in the boundaries of their 
parish school. 


¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in the Counties of Jefferson, St. Francois, Washington and 
Franklin with a small portion to the east in Ste. Genevieve County. The geography 
of this area is defined by Interstate 44, Highway 67 and Routes 8, 21, 30, and 47. 


¢ This planning area covers the southwest corner of the diocese and includes 
parishes from the Festus, Washington and Ste. Genevieve deaneries. There are 
12 territorial parishes, 2 missions and 4 elementary schools. Currently there are 10 
diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


¢ There are clusters of church buildings within 20 minutes driving time and along 
travel routes. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS RURAL AND NOT VERY CATHOLIC 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was down 1% from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increased from 22% in 2000 to 30% in 2020. 


Only 8% of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. 


Median household income in the area is $47,951, which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL

¢ The four elementary schools in this planning area have 310 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 14% from 5 years ago. All schools have under 
200 students. 


¢ The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 256. 


¢ There are 313 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 30% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Founded in 1873, St. Joseph parish 
encompasses the northern third of St. Francois 
County. This area is known for many vacation 
spots and summer homes such as Terre du Lac, 
Lake Timberline and Goose Creek Lake, the 
latter served by St. Joseph’s mission - St. Anne 
in French Village. The parish covers the 9th 
largest geographic territory in the archdiocese. 
The parish school opened in 1882 and closed 
and reopened several times before finally 
closing in 2014. 


This is a parish of just under 200 

households. The parish church dates to 1916 
and seats 320. The parish runs its own 
cemetery. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Population growth has slowed considerably during the past decade. This is nota 
very Catholic area. 


¢ Decline in parishioners households has been rather steep in the past decade. Mass 
attendance, baptisms and children in Catholic school or PSR all declining. 


¢ Despite the resultant decline in offertory, parish finances are stable with stable to 
somewhat growing reserves. 


POPULATION GROWTH SLOWED DURING THE PAST 
DECADE AFTER RAPID GROWTH IN PRIOR DECADES 


¢ After growing rapidly for the previous two decades, the population 
of the parish area grew only slightly during the past decade 
according to the 2020 census. The population is still 60% higher 
than it was in 1990. 


¢ Median household income is $48,000 which is below the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


¢ 4% of the resident population is Catholic which is well below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%. Outside of North City and parts of 
North County, this is one of the least Catholic areas of the diocese
